Natural Gas Locations 


Order-in-Council Gives Greater Con- 
trol to Minister of Interior 
An order-in-council has been gaz- 
etted doubling the rental on ofl and 
natural gas locations in the Western 
Provinces, and giving the minister of 
the interior greater control over oil 
and gas developments, The rental in 
future will be fifty cents per acre 
for the first year, and one dollar for 
each subsequent year, such increase 
to apply on all applications submit- 
ted after March 1, 1920, Section 40 
of the petroleum and natural gas 
regulations is rescinded, and the fol- 
lowing clause substituted therefor:
